What  is  a  Baptist  Building? 

Recently,  one  of  our  associa- 
tional  mission  directors  had  a 
new  worker  in  his  office.  After 
being  at  the  association  for  a  lit¬ 
tle  while  she  asked  the  director, 
"What  is  a  Baptist  Building?" 
He  was  somewhat  confused, 
and  so  she  clarified  her  question 
by  saying,  "You  are  always  talk¬ 
ing  about  something  or  some¬ 
one  at  the  Baptist  Building. 
What  is  that?"  He  realized  that 
she  was  talking  about  the  build¬ 
ing  in  Jackson  that  houses  the 
offices  of  directors,  most  of  our 
consultants,  and  support  staff 
for  Baptist  work  across  the  state. 
He  then  began  to  describe  to  her 
the  what,  where,  and  who  of  the 
Baptist  Building  and  she  some¬ 
what  understood.  His  next  step 
was  to  plan  for  her  to  come  to 
Jackson  to  visit,  meet,  see,  and 
connect  with  the  people  and  all 
of  the  opportunities  that  flow 
out  of  the  Baptist  Building. 

As  he  was  telling  me  about 
the  experience,  I  thoughLabouf 
all  of  the  Baptists  who  have 
never  visited  the  Baptist 
Building.  They  may  wonder 
what  it  is,  what  it  is  for,  and 
what  happens  here.  Every  day 
hundreds  of  calls  come  into  the 
switchboard  at  the  Baptist 
Building  and  many  of  the  callers 
have  no  idea  with  what  they  are 
connecting.  Before  I  give  a  brief 
sketch  about  what  happens  in 
and  out  of  the  Baptist  Building, 
let  me  help  clarify  what  the 
Baptist  Building  is  not. 

„  It  is  not  the  Baptist  headquar¬ 
ters.  Some  people  have  referred 
to  the  Baptist  Building  as  the 
headquarters,  but  it  is  not. 
Baptists  never  have  had,  do  not 
now,  and  never  will  have  a  hier¬ 
archy  in  church  government  by 
which  decisions  are  made  and 
mandates  are  passed  out  or 
down  to  anybody.  If  Baptists 
have  a  headquarters,  it  is  the  local 
church  or  maybe  even  more 
specifically  the  heart  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  believer  where  Jesus 
reigns  as  Lord.  Even  if  decisions 
are  made  and  directions  are 
given  from  the  Baptist  Building, 
they  come  as  a  result  of  what  they 
have  been  instructed  to  do  by  the 
church  and  the  convention. 

Another  thing  the  Baptist 
Building  is  not  is  the  seat  of 
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Jim  Futral,  executive  director-treasurer 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 


church  government.  Baptists  can 
be  strange  people  for  they  fierce¬ 
ly  hold  to  the  autonomy  of  the 
local  church  and  even  the  auton¬ 
omy  of  the  individual  believer  in 
what  the  Bible  teaches  that  we 
are  each  a  priest  unto  God.  At  the 
same  tiijne  hardly  a  week  or 
sometimes  even  a  day  goes  by 
that  a  call  does  not  come  to 
someone  at  the  Baptist  Building 
wanting  us  to  tell  some  individ¬ 
ual  believer,  church,  or  associa¬ 
tion  what  they  can  and  cannot 
do.  If  you  want  to  find  out  how 
much  governmental  control  one 
Baptist  group  has  over  another 
-one,  just  try  to  exercise  control¬ 
ling  them.  Caring  for  each  other 
is  one  thing,  encouraging  and 
influencing  is  something  else, 
but  controlling  and  dictating  is 
not  going  to  work  with  Baptists. 

One  other  thing  that  the 
Baptist  Building  is  not  is  a  uni¬ 
versity  or  seminary  that  is  teach¬ 
ing,  telling,  instructing,  and 
directing  what  to  believe  and 
how  the  activities  in  individual 
churches  are  to  be  carried  out. 
Frequently,  a  pastor  will  make 
some  comment  about  a  passage 
of  Scripture  or  an  interpretation 
about  a  doctrine,  or  mayhe  a  min¬ 
ister  of  music  will  insert  some 
new  song  into  the  worship  ser¬ 
vice,  and  we  will  get  a  call  at  the 
Baptist  Building  saying,  "What 
are  you  teaching  those  preachers 
or  those  ministers  of  music?" 

We  do  provide  conferences 
and  seminars  of  worship  experi¬ 
ences  and  opportunities  for  bibli¬ 
cal  training,  but  that  does  not 
mean  that  the  direction  that 
someone  leads  in  a  church  came 
about  because  of  our  instruction. 
Many  of  our  pastors  and  lay  peo¬ 
ple  are  gifted  and  academically 
trained,  but  they  still  have  the 


an  unusual  dynamic  and  occa¬ 
sionally  some  points  of  stress. 

So,  what  is  the  Baptist 
Building?  It  is  a  point  of  refer¬ 
ence.  Many  of  the  visits  and  a 
large  percentage  of  the  incoming 
calls  are  pointed  at  this  very 
issue.  People  are  looking  for 
information,  materials,  or  help 
in  understanding  and  dealing 
with  an  issue.  Sometimes  there 
are  church  issues,  other  religion 
issues,  legal  problems,  questions 
related  to  missionaries,  or  a  need 
for  counseling  or  a  crisis  center. 
As  many  things  as  go  on  in  peo- 

gle's  lives  from  family  to  faith  to 
nances  to  fun  or  failure, .some¬ 
one  is  very  likely  to  pick  up  the 
phone  and  call  to  see  if  they  can 
get  some  help.  Are  we  always 
able  to  come  through  in  fine 
fashion?  Probably  not,  but  even 
when  we  are  unable  to  help  we 
want  to,  and  we  do  try.  The 
Baptist  Building  is  a  point  of  ref¬ 
erence  related  to  Baptist  work 
and  organization,  to  missions 
and  ministries,  and  for  Christian 
discipleship  or  daily  dilemmas. 
Oftentimes,  when  churches  do 
not  know  where  to  turn,  they 
turn  to  the  Baptist  Building  and 
it  becomes  a  point  of  reference. 

Second,  the  Baptist  Building 
is  a  place  of  resources. 
Sometimes  when  we  have  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  give  an  overview  of  all 
of  the  things,  people,  and 
involvement  that  takes  place  out 
of  the  network  of  the  Baptist 
Building  resources,  people  are 
absolutely  astounded.  Literally,  it 
covers  the  state  and  virtually 
every  need  that  people  may  have 
both  for  materials  and  consulta¬ 
tion,  but  far  beyond  that  it  reach¬ 
es  around  the  world.  Resources 
for  missions  across  America  and 
missions  on  an  international  scale 
are  a  part  of  the  work  that  takes 
place  at  the  Baptist  Building.  The 
range  of  resources  to  help  and 
encourage  our  churches  and 


members  seems  almost  endless. 
You  may  need  some  help  with 
choirs,  children's  ministry,  colle¬ 
giate  ministry,  youth  ministry, 
men's  minishy,  women's  min¬ 
istry,  mission  involvement,  stew¬ 
ardship,  evangelism,  church 
starts,  conflict  resolution,  under¬ 
standing  the  culture  in  which 
your  church  ministers,  disciple¬ 
ship  programs,  or  Sunday  School 
support.  The  Baptist  Building  is  a 
place  of  resources. 

One  other  thing  I  would 
mention  is  that  the  heart  of  the 
Baptist  Building  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  building  but  with 
the  people.  The  people  who  are 
a  part  of  the  team  of  servants 
exist  to  respond  to  the  needs 
and  dreams  of  the  folks  in  our 
churches.  The  churches  do  not 
exist  for  the  Convention,  but  the 
Convention  exists  for  the 
churches.  The  staff  of  the  Baptist 
Building  is  made  up  of  very 
capable  people  but  even  more 
significant  is  the  fact  that  they 
are  caring  men  and  women.  If 
you  call,  write,  or  contact  some¬ 
one  at  the  Baptist  Building  with 
a  need,  a  dream,  or  a  desire  you 
should  be  met  by  a  person  who 
also  desires  to  respond  and 
help.  Now  for  sure  we  can't  do 
everything,  fix  everything,  and 
we  are  not  always  able  to 
respond  in  the  way  we  would 
like  to  because  of  our  own  limi¬ 
tations  of  time,  energy,  wisdom, 
and  resources,  but  we  will  do 
what  we  can  to  reach  out  and 
help  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

While  it  is  true  that  the 
Baptist  Building  is  a  building,  it 
is  a  building  that  houses  people 
who  want  to  serve  the  Lord  and 
serve  the  Lord's  people.  Since 
we  are  'people  working  with 
people,  we  need  your  prayers  in 
order  for  us  to  do  our  best  and 
honor  the  Lord.  It  is  our  joy  to 
serve  you  and  to  serve  with  you. 
From  now  on  when  you  think  of 
the  Baptist  Bvfilding  and  Dray 
for  the  Baptist  Building,  please 
don't  think  of  some  bricks  and 
mortar,  but  think  about  people 
and  ministries  and  pray  that 
God  will  give  us  strength, 
courage,  wisdom,  and  a  right 
spirit  to  go  on  serving.

Supreme  Court 
Cases: 


County.  Kentucky 
Yancey  vs.  ACLU  (2005) 

—  involved  a 
courthouse  display  that  began 
by  featuring  only  the  Ten 
Commandments  and  then  was 
changed  to  include  other 
founding  documents.  The 
Supreme  Court  found  that  the 
display  in  Kentucky  was  a  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  Establishment 
Clause  of  the  First  Amendment. 

Van  Orden  vs.  Perry  (2005) 
—  involved  a  monument  of  the 
Commandments  on  the 
grounds  between  the  Texas 
State  Capitol  and  the  Texas 
Supreme  Court.  The  Supreme 
Court  found  that  the  monu¬ 
ment  did  not  violate  that  same 
constitutional  clause.  Four  of 
the  nine  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
Justices  found  that  the  mcmu- 
ment  was  passive  and  that  its 


dual  significance  for  religion 
and  government  complied  with 
constitutional  requirements.  A 
fifth  justice.  Justice  Breyer,  rea¬ 
soned  that  because  there  had 
not  been  a  challenge  to  the 
monument  during  its  40-year 
history  it  did  not  result  in 
establishment  of  religion. 

.  Lemon  vs.  Kurtzman  (1971) 

—  Since  this  decision,  the 
Supreme  Court  has  required  a 
secular  purpose  for  govern¬ 
ment  action  challenged  under 
the  Establishment  Clause. 
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At  the  end  of  last  month,  the 
27th  of  June,  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  handed  down  two  deci¬ 
sions  concerning  the  fates  of 
two  Ten  Commandments  Dis¬ 
plays,  one  in  Kentucky  and  the 
other  in  Texas.  They  ruled  that 
one  was  unconstitutional  and 
the  other  was  allowable.  The 
Court  relied  on  the  secular  pur¬ 
pose  requirement  from  Lemon 
vs.  Kurtzman  in  McCreary  but 
determined  that  it  did  not  apply 
in  Van  Orden.  The  inconsistency 
of  the  Court  leaves  no  viable 
standard  to  determine  what  is 
and  what  is  not  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  religion.  The  Court 
implied  that  any  new  dis- 
T&k  play  of  the  Ten  Com- 
pSg&ajL  mandments  could  be 
considered  a  violation  of 
mt-yM  the  First  Amendment. 

Existing  displays  would 
be  "grandfathered  in" 
*•  -  and  mil  under  the  sec- 

ular  purpose  heading 
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The  Supreme  Court 
would  benefit  by  look¬ 
ing  at  what  the 


founders  meant  when  they 
wrote  that  government  could 
not  establish  religipn.  Thomas 
Jefferson,  who  made  the  phrase 
"separation  of  church  and 
state"  famous,  approved  church 
services  to  be  held  in  the  War 
Department  and  Treasury 
bunding;  he  ordered  the  Marine 
Corps  Band  to  play  in  worship 
services  at  the  U.S.  Capitol;  and 
he  signed  all  documents  "in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  Christ."  Since 
its  inception.  Congress  has 
opened  each  day  with  prayer 
and  has  always  rejected  the  idea 
that  paid  chaplains  violated  the 
first  amendment.  There  is  no 
possible  way  that  our  founding 
fathers  would  find  the  display 
of  the  Ten  Commandments  in  a 
courthouse  to  be  a  government 
establishment  of  religion. 

Religious  symbols  are  located 
throughout  Washington,  D.C. 
Moses  and  the  Ten  Command¬ 
ments  are  found  in  the  Capitol, 
in  the  National  Archives,  in  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court,  and  in  the 
Library  of  Congress.  These  rep¬ 
resentations  have  been  accepted 


throughout  U.S.  history  without 
challenge.  According  to  Justice 
Scalia,  some  in  the  Supreme 
Court  are  bent  on  ridding  our 
government  of  all  hints  of  reli¬ 
gion.  If  they  are  successful,  the 
result  could  look  similar  to  secu¬ 
lar  France  or  Communist  Cuba. 
The  Court  is  trying  to  force  reli¬ 
gion  into  a  closet  saying  it  has 
noplace  in  the  public  square. 

Since  the  announcement  of 
Justice  Sandra  Day  O'Connor's 
retirement,  there  has  been  much 
speculation  as  to  the  views  of 
tne  justice  who  takes  her  place 
on  tne  highest  court  in  the  land. 
She  has  been  the  swing  vote  on 
many  moral  and  social  issues 
usually  leaning  to  the  left.  Let 
us  pray  that  President  Bush  will 
appoint  Justices  who  will  find 
tne  Law  and  rule  accordingly, 
instead  of  participating  in  law¬ 
making  themselves.  .
